Result of the Failure of a Jtiuikingc 


Institution Last Week— No 


Failures. 


CHICAGO, Juno 5. — Tho failure of 


Herrmann, SchaofTnor & Oo.'s bank, 
which occurred last week, boro fruit to- 
day in well defined rune which were 
precipitated on almost, if irot every one, 
of the savings bunka of Chicago. 


The Ilrat to feel the effect of the ex- 


citement was the Bank of Commerce, 
wlieru u (-r«at many Jewish citizens of 
the jjoor class kept their accounts. The 
Suhauffncr failure had alarmed them 
and they Iwre down upon the Hunk of 
Commerce at tho opening hour. The 
tellers were doubled and paid checks as 
fast as presented throughout the d;iy, 
•oflicials of the bank expressing no alarm 
whatever and saying tlioy were able to 
meet any demand. 


The Illinois Trust and Savings hunk, 


•which has a hirgur line of this i:lasa of 
deposits than any other bank in the 
oily, amounting at times to over $12,- 
000,000, put on an extra force of tellers 
and paid every one as rapidly as possi- 
ble. 


At 3 o'clock this uft"rnoon they post- 


ed :i notice on Iho door that the bank 
would remain open until 10 o'block to- 
niglit, ami so long us the present ex- 
citement conlinneH. 


The Hibernian hank, which, as its 


name implies, was the depository for a 
Inrfrn number of Irish-Americans of 
small means, was crowded all day, hut 
found no difficulty in meeting all de- 
mands. 


The Dime Savings bank took advunt- 


:i£C of (lie rule requiring, if necessary, 
sixty daya* notice of withdrawal, and 
paid only a percentage of the deposits. 


The tilobe Savings bank applied the 


thirty day rule. 


The Milwaukee Avenue Savings bank 


sustained a rule run throughout the 
day and they, loo, kept open house 
until 9 o'clock tonight. 


Kiiui'.lly spirited cheeking was noted 


upon the 
Price Htaln National and 


Prairie State Havings;, :ia well us upon 
the Union TruBt Company ami Avenue 
Savings bank, hut in no case was any 
alarm felt by well informed people. In 
fact, at many of these inBtitutions large 
depositors came in during the afternoon 
nnd made heavy deposits. 


Today's situation was greatly aggra- 


vated by a number of board of trade 
brokers, who, for reasons of their own, 
devoted thcniKelvoH to the circulation of 
sensational rumors in which they in- 
volved at one time or another nearly 
everv bank in the city, ami a large 
nuinber uf leaders of slock yards op- 
erators. 


Notwithstanding these malicious ef- 


forts no fear is felt as to the safety of 
any of the leading banking institutions 
.t[ the, city.

China and then return to this country. 
A case has just been brought to the sec- 
relary's attention in which two China- 
men secured such certificates at Boston, 
went to China and disposed of them to 
other Chinumcn,.whn nrasented them to 
tho American consul at Hongkong for 
indorsement. • 


I'rior to their return to the United 


States the fraud was discovered by the 
consul and reported to the treasury de- 
partment. 


Secretary llntnlin is convinced that 


wholesale frauds have been practiced in 
this manner, and in his letter of in- 
structions to the Boston collector he de- 
clares it to bo inadvisable for collectors 
or their deputies at any ports to certify 
to papers of authentication.
